following purposes, to wit: 

 

a. To appropriate the funds necessary for the Board of Selectmen’s Budget for the 

Fiscal Year 2020-2021 in the amount of $2,016,393 (two million, sixteen 

thousand, three hundred ninety-three dollars). 

 

b. To appropriate the funds necessary for the Board of Education Budget for the 

fiscal year 2020-2021 in the amount of $6,785,196 (six million, seven hundred 

eighty-five thousand, one hundred ninety-six dollars). 

 

c. To appropriate the funds necessary for the Capital Projects Budget for the Fiscal 

Year 2020-2021 in the amount of $162,817 (one hundred sixty-two thousand, 

eight hundred seventeen dollars) from the unassigned fund. 

 

d. To set a tax rate and collection period for Fiscal Year 2020-2021. 

i. Governor Lamont’s Executive Order No. 7HH suspends in person voting 
requirements by members of the public on municipal budgets and deems 
to require the Board of Selectmen, as the municipality’s budget making 



authority, to set the budget for FY 20/21, to adopt a sufficient mill rate 
and to appropriate funds.
